or with any carbonaceous substance not possessed of explo- 
sive properties, whether sulphur be or be not added to such 
preparation and whether such preparation be or be not 
mechanically mixed with any other non-explosive sub- 
stance, and includes any explosive containing a perchlo- 
rate and not being a chlorate mixture, fulminate or nitro- 
compound as defined in Rule 4 of the Indian Explosives 
Rules, 1940. 

Every blasting explosive in this class, in which Ammo- 
nium Nitrate, Sodium Nitrate or Sodium Chloride 
are used as ingredients, shall be contained in- car- 
tridge wrappers or cases (or in five-pound inner 
packages) made thoroughly waterproof with melted 
paraffin or other suitable waterproofing material. 

Class 3— NITRO COMPOUND 

The term “Nitro Compound” means any chemical com- 
pound possessed of explosive properties or capable of com- 
bining with metals to form an explosive compound, which 
is produced by the chemical action of nitric acid (whether 
mixed or not with sulphuric acid) or of a nitrate mixed 
with sulphuric acid upon any carbonaceous substance, 
whether such compound is mechanically mixed with other 
substance or not.
